Victoria Beckham can't kill it 
off. Posh faking a piercing 


may have been the final death knell for 
her flagging pop career, but for the 
thousands of teenagers who get their 
ear, nose, lip or belly button done every 
year in the UK, piercing is still the 
ultimate way to customise your look. 
“It affects the way people see you 
more than clothes or hair. It changes 
your body," says Lisa Connors, 14, 
from Stockport who has two 
studs in each lobe and two in 
the top of her right ear. "It's a bit 
rebellious and shows you're an 
individual," adds Kate Lyndsey, 
15, from Bath, flashing a sparkly 
diamond bar in her belly button. 
Piercing as a fashion statement 
has been around for more than a 
hundred years. Queen Victoria's husband 
Albert famously had his penis pierced so 
he could tie it to his leg and not reveal 
his packet in his trendy tight trousers. In 
the 70s, punk bands like The Sex 
Pistols first gave piercing a rep for being 
edgy and shocking. But it was really 
only when the Spice Girls flashed their 
metal-laden tongues in the 90s that it 
became acceptable. And when royalty 
started getting studded up (remember 
Zara Phillips flashing her pierced 
tongue?) it was obvious piercing was 
here to stay. 


But despite piercees being as diverse 
as Linkin Park to Sooz from As /f, body 
modification (as professional piercers 
call it), is still a no-no for under-16s. UK 
law states it's illegal for anyone under 
that age to have their ears or nose 
pierced without their parents' consent. 
And while, bizarrely, there are no 
government guidelines that apply the 
same rule to the rest of your body yet (or 
national association to advise), no good 
piercer will pierce someone who's under 
age without their parents' permission. 


if you are not given aftercare advice or 
fail to look after your piercing as 
instructed by a good piercer, infections 
сап soon set in. Last year the NHS 
estimated that piercing-related health 
issues cost them a massive £1.7m and 
the Royal College of Nursing called for 
good practice guidelines to try to 
stamp out the piercing pests when a 
12-year-old was hospitalised with 
Severe blood poisoning. 

Kate from Bath didn't get taken into 
hospital, but still ran into problems 


“A piercing is a bit rebellious and shows 


you're an individual,” says Kate, 15, 


“| get up to ten teenagers a day 
coming in, but | won't touch them 
without their parents' OK," says piercer 
Zoé Ellis who works at the Cambridge 
Piercing Studio where she's seen 
requests for piercings boom in the last 
couple of years. She adds, scarily, 
"Anyone who's done a four-hour course 
can set up a piercing studio, but you 
need to look for clean places that are 
registered with the council." 

You see, some of the horror stories 
you hear about piercings are true. 
Unsterilised equipment can spread 
viruses such as hepatitis and HIV and, 


flashing a diamond bar in her belly button 


over a navel piercing. After months of 
pestering she persuaded her mum to 
take her to the local studio. “I wanted 
one because a few of my friends from 
school had got their bellies done," she 
recalls. “I wanted to look cool for my 
summer holiday but my jeans really 
rubbed the hole and it became red and 
infected. By the time | wore my bikini 
on the beach | had to keep my belly 
button covered with a big bandage." 
Kate's problems don't come as a 
surprise to GP Pia Quinsey. "Unless 
a piercing is properly cleaned twice 
a day, infection will set in," she warns. 
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"One 13-year-old ended up with a 
badly swollen face just from having 
her ear pierced" GP Pia Quinsey 


“It can mean having the piercing 
removed and being left with a scar. 

The worst case | saw was a 13-year-old 
girl with half of her face swollen and 
covered in hard scabs, just from having 
her ear pierced.” 

But even if you don't end up looking 
like an extra from The Mummy, piercings 
can still mean being treated like a freak. 
“Honestly, old ladies do move away from 
me on the bus,” says Lottie Legg, J17's 
pierced model (pictured), 18, from 
Southampton, who had her eyebrow 
and tongue pierced at 16 and her lip 
done last year. “Looking the way | do is 
a normal part of the punk and ska scene 
I'm into, but I still get people stopping 
me on the street and saying, ‘Did that 
hurt? Can you still kiss people?" 

That said, a piercing done and looked 
after property is still an ultra-hip 
accessory. “There are so many brilliant 
bits of jewellery around at the moment 
and piercings really are easy to look 
after,” agrees Zoé. Indeed, for every 
horror story, there are scores of satisfied 
customers. “I had my belly button done 
without telling my dad,” says Lisa. “He 
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went spare when | showed him and said 
it would turn septic in a week. But luckily 
| had no problems and proved him 
wrong. | want my tongue done next.” 

So, if you go for a Christina Aguilera 
nose stud but end up looking more like 
a ready-for-market piggy wiggy, don't 
fret. After all, you can always take your 
piercing out. As long as you've left it in 
for the initial healing period and not had 
an infection, the risk of scarring is small 
if you want to remove it. “It's not a 
forever thing, like a tattoo,” says Kate. 
“I'm sure there'll come a day | don't 
want it anymore. I'll just take it out”. 

You should discuss your piercing 
plans with your parents first and take 
them along with you to check out the 
studio to reassure them. At around £20, 
most piercings might cost less than a 
haircut or new skirt, but your body is 
worth a whole load more.

ш Basic Boy™ mechanics 


Knowing how your Boy™ is put 
together will help you discover 
what makes him run smoothly. 


ш The head 

Whatever type of Boy™, the inside of 
his head resembles the set of an action 
movie - with the Boy™ starring as the 
hero. Actions which threaten the 
model's status as the hero - eg fit Girl 
ignoring his advances - will be avoided 
at all costs. He won't do anything if

ш The hands 
When Boy™ hands are not 
occupied, malfunctions 
may occur. Common 
hand attachments 
include console 
game controls, willies 
(their own - see 
below), or guitars. 


> WARNING! 

> Boy™ hands may try to handle 
Girl body parts. A sharp refusal 
should rectify this malfunction. 

Refusal may need to be repeated. 


At this point in time there is very little 
evidence to support the idea that the 
heart plays any significant part in Boy™ 
actions. Research shows that the 
stomach and willy (see below) are the 
governing Boy™ components. 


ш The stomach 

Requires constant attention in the form 
of chips, meat products and Coca- 
Cola. Salad or any food stuff containing 
vitamin C will be immediately rejected.

IS ORAL SEX DANGEROUS? 


1 enjoy having oral sex but I've been 
doing it without a condom because 
I hate their taste. I'm worried that 

1 could get a sexually transmitted 
infection (STI) and 1 need to know 

if this Is possible. 

Hip-hop and R&B lover (17), Newcastle 
Felicity: Yes, giving a boy oral sex 
always carries the risk of picking up an 
infection if he's got one in his penis. 
The infection will stay in your throat, 
which means you could be in danger of 
passing it on to another partner if you 
give him oral sex without a condom. 

Common infections such as chlamydia 
and gonorrhoea can easily be passed 
through oral sex. The only way to get rid 
of this kind of STI is to take the right 
antibiotics, prescribed by a doctor. When 
you see your doctor tell them you've had 
oral sex so swabs can be taken from 
your throat to check for any infection. 

It has been shown that other, more 
dangerous STIs such as syphilis, 
hepatitis B and HIV can also be passed 
through oral sex. So yes, you must wear 
a condom. If you hate their taste so 
much, why not try using ones that are

It's not easy without a Biology 
book, but here's a quick map of your 
vagina: the outer folds of skin, often 
covered in hair, protect your 'bits";

I’m a WUSS. ladmitit. I'm desperately trying not to meet 
the stares of the nine masked members of the scariest band 
in the world, Slipknot. They've taken over Glasgow's Virgin 
Megastore to meet their fans, the lovingly nicknamed 
maggots (Joey christened them this cos they ‘feed’ off the 
band’s energy and music). But this is the band who used to 
sniff a dead crow before they went on stage so they were sick 
inside their masks and challenged journalists to punch-ups 
on meeting them. So who can blame me for being nervous. 


MAGGOT FEST 

‚> Since 1999 when the US band released their first major 
label album, Slipknot, they've been Des Moines’ most 
infamous export. The nine ‘Knots have a knack for courting 
controversy and their brutally dark sound and extreme 
on-stage antics have won them as many enemies as fans. 

From the first time | heard that album, | wanted to meet 
them and find out if their intimidating antics were just a 
stage act or if their freakiness is for real. And, OK, | also 
wanted to know if Corey was cute. 

The ‘Knot have sold over three million copies of their 
albums worldwide, and their second release, /owa, debuted 
at No 1 in the UK album charts last September, so it comes 
as no surprise that over 3,000 fans have travelled to 
Glasgow to meet the band. Inside, fans approach the 'Knot 
for autographs, hand over presents (Shawn's favourite is a 
four-week-old rabbit foetus...) and request hugs or to be 
spat on (yes, really). Shawn, the crazy clown, shouts abuse 
at anyone who'll listen, and Mick looks horribly menacing 
in his hockey mask. But all the maggots leave the table 
beaming as if all their Halloweens have come at once. 

1 step up to the table and immediately feel nine pairs 
of black-kohled eyes on me. The clown stands up and 
screams “MAGGOT!” at me. | feel the colour drain from 
my face but it doesn't stop him growling, “Are you 
coming to the show tonight? You better be.” 

| move on, quickly. Each of the ‘Knot signs my lowa 
CD cover and tries to stare me out. Jester-masked Jim 
makes small talk about his face hurting and Valentine's 
Day as he strokes the realistic-looking blade jutting out 
of his chin, in a seductive fashion. 

Nearly four hours later, Slipknot end the signing. There 
wasn't enough time to meet everyone and policemen are 
trying to control the army of disappointed fans. “We feel 
bad cos people get turned away but we can't sit there all 
day if there’s a show to prepare for,” admits frontman 
Corey. “Putting the masks on is really painful. We can 
barely breathe but those kids were waiting a long time, 
so it’s worthwhile.” 


UNMASKED AT LAST 

‚ The band and | make our way to the SECC, the 7,000- 
seater venue for tonight's sold-out show. It's not due to start 
for hours, but already hundreds of maggots lurk there. 
Backstage Slipknot have changed out of their gruesome 
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uniforms and it's hard to tell who's who. 
But Mick is easy to spot thanks to his long 
black hair. Ghostly-pale Joey a favourite 
with the 'Knot's girl fans, is also instantly 
recognisable because he's much shorter 
and skinnier than the others. 

Joey tucks into a well-needed plate 
of chicken and potatoes and | ask him 
about Slipknot groupies.
